Bradstrect’s Journal, New York, in its issue 
of the 12th December, has s remarkablo article 
entitled: America’s danger; the direction ‘of 
international, trade; prosent position of tho 
United States.” The general drift of the article 
is to show that the United States, by her polioy 
of protection, refasing to accept Earopsan goods 
.in oxehongo for hor wheat and cotton, is driving 
‘her customers to other markots where'no fiscal 
restrictions sre placed on trade, The artiolo is 
too long for us to prodnee in extensn, but we 
make room for a few extracts of spooial interest 
to residénts in the Far Hast. Having givon 
statistics of the foreign trade of tho United 
(States, showing that ona half of that trade is 
with Groat Britain, Mr. J. W. Bookwalter, tho 
writer of the ariicle, goes on to say 

“The colonies tud dependencias of Grat Brit- 
ain, though of vast oxtont and fertility, have re- 
mained up to within a very brief period in what 
may be called, au undeveloped state whon oom- 
pared with their prodigions capabilities, The 
colonic] trado of Fugland .has boon for many 
yoara, it is trae, a most important faatare of her 
commeras, especially a3 rerards hor East Indian 
posseasions. “Har export trade with Tudia along 
already exceeds‘ that with the United States. 
Yot even in India, and still moro in othor distant 
parts of her ompiro, English auterprise, ative 
and pushing though it has beon, may be said to 
have done but little mora than break tho sod and. 
‘show the possibilities of boundless wealth which 
Yie beneath, “But'a new spirithas beron to mani- 
fost itself in the dealings of Great Britain with 
her dependencies, and ber poliay is to be, now 
and henceforth, un imperial policy in the most 
effectual weaning of the word. The relcaso of 
the commercial and industrial spirit throughout 
Burope from the restraint andor which it has 
so long been held, has boon alluded to ina former 
paragraph. And.as the foreas of prograss aro 
nowhere stronger than in Graat Britain, while at 
the seme time no. other country hes carried its 
dowinion ao far over land anid sea; into sych wide 
areas and diverse chinnols, 50 it may trathfully 
‘bo said that nowhore is the revolution which-the 

.sdvancing tendencies of the age,have brought 
jivent more marked than in the Hastera policy 
‘of England. .Her purpose is clearly shown, not 
only to govern her colonies, bat-to cultivate and 
utilize their resources to the fullest extent; to 
hring them into closer relations with herself yto 
wake their@prodacts in oxchangg for her com- 
modition, instend of ‘rosorting to markets where 
such e ee is’ refuacd; and to unify and con- 
solidate them by tho eoquisition of intormodiato 
territory whorever nocussary. It does not matter 
whether this last-mentioned object is accom- 
plished nnder the forms of ocogpation and con- 
trol, as in Egypt, or by. direct conquest, as hag 
sorecently bean the casein Barmah. Tho intent 
end practical offoct are the eame in dither case.

try to sot the examplo af a rulontless persoontion 
of an wnoffonding and industrions people. 

“The alaem with which China regards the ad. 
ygneo of Rnssia on her northern and wostarn 
frontior and of France on hor sonthern border 
tends to drew her into friendly rolations with 
Englaad, by whom sho is threttened with no 
anch inroads. But tho wholo aspect of Eastern 
affairs justifies the bolief that Englwod and 
Russin will ultimately arrive at a peacoful, if not 
acordinl nudorstanding, and that their solution 
of the problem will giro ta cach whot it chiefly 
desires, at the price of conocding what is but of 


socks the sccarity of its Indian empire und its 
Chinese trado, and the control of Egypt os ine 
cidental..to these. For the-suke. of -thus gon- 
solidating its empire and expanding its trade, 
it may well consent that Russia shall absorb 
the decaying remnant of the Ottoman power 
and extend its dominion to tho 
Gulf.. With this ambition gratified, it is pro- 
able that Russia will not. molest the for 
tifications of Herat, bat will relinquish what- 
ever designs sho may ‘have entertained upon 
Indian territory. ‘Cho tine soems not far dis. 
tant when Asia will be wholly andor the dominion 
of three racss—tho Muszovite, Lhe Mongolian 
and the Anglo-Saxou—uach possessing a wast 
portion of its area, and necussarily rospootfal of 
ita'poworfal neighbours. Such an allianco, com: 
prising nearly two-thirds of the popalation of 
tho globe, would dwarf any. political arrange- 
mont the world has yot secu. ‘The partition of 
‘Asia would establish a balance of power whose 
huge proportious would impart a now signiti- 
vanes to the term, aud whose weight would be 
of jtaelé a guurantes of permanence. 
“Of the fact that European capital and Buro- 
penn statesmanship ate both tonding toward 
enlarged dominion in the Eastern hemisphere, 
Russia and Eugland are the most prominent 
lexumplos. But they. are by no means alone in 
that regard. Othor continental nations, record. 
ing to their amilitary resonreaa or flasncial 
strength, are seeking to gain now fuatholda in 
‘Afriea and Asian, France in Tongain, Annam 
ahd Madagascar, Belgium on the Congo, Italy 
on the Red Soa, and even Spain in the ivlands 
of Ocoanica, ara oach striving to plant the sebis 
of wider nationnl expansion or tightening their 
grasp on acquisitions alreidy made, ader the 
stimulus of this prevailing spirit of enterprise it 
may almost be suid. thuf, another New World is 
rising within the boundariss of the Old. ‘This 
formidable rival, if it doos not take from us the 
title, bids fair to rob ug of the benefits which of 
right should bacura. Hitherto they have'flowsd 
upon usin wonpions stream, and would atill bo 
sevuraly. enjoyed: if the laws of nature and the 
forces of trade ‘were not perverted by arroncons 
logislation.
